THK PEOPLES' PARTY, 


There seems to La a misapprehension 


of the relations of tho Peoples' part 
and the Silver pi rty to each other 


wo years ago the Peoples' party o 


Waahoe county wa^ organized. A con 
vention was held ia Reno, Sept 18,189* 
composed of 109 delegates from th 
several precincts of the county. Manj 
of those delegates participated in th 
Silver party State Convention held a 
Winnemucca. Among the resolution 
adopted was the following: 


We, the Peoples' party of Washo 
county, in convention assembled, in 
dorse the National platform and nom 
inees of the Peoplt 3' party Convention 
held at Omaha, Jaiy '1,1892. James B 
Weaver for Presi lent and James G 
Field for Vice President of the United 
States ; also the platform and norm 
nees of the Convention of the Silve 
party of Nevada, held at Winnemucc, 


t September 15,18tt? 


The Convention also declared that i 


recognized in Senator Wm. M. Stewart 
Nevada's champion of 
free coinage 


apon which the prosperity, if not tte 
existence of the State depends, auc 
folly endorsed hi non-partisan, inde 
pendent course j.i subordinating ai 
other considerations to the success o: 
the free coinage cause. 


The nominees of the Convention 


were elected. 
Th< re was no line drawu 
between the Peebles' party and tho 
Silver party. Tho same persons par 
ticipated in the Silver Party State 
Convention and in tho Peoples' Party 
Coanty Convention, in fact B. F. Leete 
a delegate to tlic State Conventior 
was Chairman of ha County Conver. 
tion and J. B. McOullougb, also a dele 
gate to the State Convention, was uuan 
imously nominattd in the County Con 
ventiou. 


These facts are stated for the infoi 


mation of many who make inquiries 
as to the relationship existing betwepi 
the Peoples'party of Washoe county 
ana the State Silver party. There i' 
no Silver party county organization ir 
Washoe. The members of the Stats 
Central Committro of the Silver party 
and the local com'uittee of the Peopleo 
party arranged foi tho appointment o 
delegates to the Convention to be heit 
in Carson September 4, at which, no 
doubt, a ticket will be nominated and 
a platform adopte 1 that will be entn-o 
ly satisfactory to every voter in ti o 
State who is honestly in favor of finan- 
cial and other nc ossary reforms anc 
opposed to the Vail street combina- 
tion. 


THE 
SKNATJ. TAKIJTJF BILL, 


The Senate Ta iff bill has passed 


both Houses of Congress and only 
awaits the Presifi* nt's signature, or tea 
days time, to become a law, as there is 
no probability of its being vetoed, it 
is a cross betw on the Wilson bill, 
passed by the House some months ago, 
and the MoKinley bill of 189J. Ac- 
cording to the reports of the Treasury 
experts, furnished in compliance with 
a Senate resolution, it makes an aver- 
age reduction of about eleven per cent. 
on the duties imposed by the McKm- 
ley bill. Twelve Democrats in the 
House voted against it and a number 
of others did not \ ote for or against it. 
It is intimated th .t the President will 
permit it to becoMe a law without his 
signature, as his 1'itter to Congressman 
Wilson shows that he is opposed to it. 


The new tariff schedule is what New 


England and Pennsylvania want. It 
gives the New England manufacturers 
free wool, and protect the manufactures 
of wool from foreign competition by a 
tariff. The Providence, Rhode Island, 
Journal, a Republican paper, has been 
advocating free T\ ool for years, and as 
it is published in a manufacturing cen- 
ter, it only give voice to the senti- 
ments of the fa tory owners. Penn- 
sylvania is satisfied with the bill 
because it places a duty on coal and 
iron ore tnd on steel and iron, and the 
sugar interests aio also protected with 
a dut, equal to the bounty of two cents 
per pound given producers under the 
McKinley bill. 


The wool interest is affected more 


than any other by the Senate bill, as it 
places wool on tho free list. It is not 
probable that wool will be any cheaper 
than it has been lor the last year, and, 
in fact, American wool ia now being 
shipped to London, where it commands 
a higher price than in the home market. 


Some wool gro .vers contend that put- 


ling wool on the free list will enhance 
its market value in the United States, 
bat that does not seem reasonable, and 
opportunity will now be afforded to 
' prove whether it is or not.

THE TARIFF BILL. 


It is to go to the President Today. 


WASHINGTON, August 14—The House 


having adjourned until Wednesday, tb< 
Tariff bill cannot be sent to the Presi 
dent until tomorrow, after it shall have 
been feigned by Speaker Crisp and Vice 
Presedent 
Stevenson, Despite 
the 


great pressure being brought to bear 
on the President to induce him to sign 
the bill, it is the general opinion in 
Washington that it is his intention to 
let t'ae bill become a law v/ithout his 
signature. A member of tho Cabinet 
declared today that if the Presidenl 


ould conclude to affix his signature 


to the bill it would be accompanied by 
a statement of hia reasons. 


Neither the Democratic Steering 


Committee of the Senate nor the Fi- 
nance Committee has 
met, conse- 


quently there has been no oiBcial ac- 
tion in regard to the supplemental tar- 
iff bills. The majority of the Repub- 
lican Steering Committee favor post- 
ponement of the coosideration of these 
bills, especially the free sugar bill. 
If it should be forced to an issue the 
Eepublicans would divide on it and 
there would be a possibility cf it be- 
coming a law. It is not thought possi- 
ble to pass the free coal, iron ore and 
barbed wire bills in the Senate. 


There is little doubt that in case a 


direct vote could be had the free sugar 
bill would be passed. If it should fail 
of being referred to the Finance Com- 
mittee the Republicans would offer a 
bounty amendment which would carry 
if Stewart's vote could be had, other- 
wise it would be defeated on a tie vote. 
It is said the bill would be debated at 
such length that it would go over until 
next session. 


The Goieriimeiifn Claims Against the

WASHINGTON, August 14.—There is 


reason to believe that the Government's 
lainr1 against the estate of ex-Senator 
Stanford will be tested in the courts 
jefore there has been any actual de- 
'ault of its payments. Under the con- 
ditions, the Attorney General proposed 
f the executrix would waive any rights 
she might have by reason of the prema- 
ture bringing of the suit he would 
ladly consent to have the proceedings 
>egin at once. No conclusion has yet 
been reached, but it is expected that 
no objection will be made to that es- 
pecially as speedy adjudication of tbe 
claim would be in the interest of the 
estate.

A Prominent Board of Trade Member 


Hilarious. 


CHICAGO, August 14.—Strapped to 


his bed in a barren room of the Wash- 
ington Home "plunger," Ed Partridge, 
who yesterday threw the Board of 
Trade into a turmoil b/ fighting with 
the doorkeeper, ia undergoing the most 
rigorous treatment for alcoholism. He 
was brought to the Home yesterday 
by his son and was placed in charge of 
doctors by force. He was extremely 
violent when locked in his room with 
barred windows. He managed to free 
his hands from the leather handcuffs 
and made a great outcry that an effort 
was being made to kill him. He nearly 
brained the guard with a chair when 
an attempt was made to quiet him. 
Partridge ia one of the most prominent 
men on the Chicago Board of Trade. 
He ia a multi-millionaire, proprietor of 
one of the largest dry goods stores in 
the city and one of the most successful 
and gigantic operators on the Board ot 
Trade. For months he has been on 
the bear side of the wheat market and 
his winnings last year are said to reach 
into even figures. Lately he i»as been 
drinking heavily and has created a 
number of violent scenes. 


This afternoon J, B. Deakin appear-

WASHINGTON, August 14.—The Direct- 


or of the geological survey has sub- 
mitted his plan of operations for the 
fiscal year to the Secretary of the In- 
terior, who has approved it. 


Special attention is to be given to 


the survey of the mineral^bearing areaa 
of Colorado, Idaho and 
Califoraia. 


Topographic work will be carried for- 
ward in twenty States, a large share of 
attention being devoted to the arid 
regions of the interior and to the Pa- 
cific Coast. Thirty-two topographic 
parties and twenty-seven geologic par- 
ties will be in the field, five of them 
will be employed in the Kocky mount- 
ains and their foothills. The guaging 
of streams and the determination of 
the water supply of the United States, 
including the examination cf under- 
ground currents and artesian wells, 
will form an important branch of the 
work.

For the Sweet Booty. 


The love for sweet things is a craving 


of nature in all living creatures, and 
birds will sometimes run grent risks to 
satisfy it. 
Boars in their eagerness to 


get at tho honey in .1 hollow tree will 
sometimes v/edgo themselves into so 
small a liolo as to endanger their lives, 
aud many forest birds, Btich as -wood- i 
peckers, blue jays and thrushes, wiU 
tan tho danger of boing Btxmg to death 
in their endeavors to obtain tho sweet 
houey that the boos &tore in the hollow 
trunks of trees. 
Sometimes thoy will 


attack bees on the wing and snap them 
•up for the tiny speck of nectar contained 
in their sacks. 
Blue 3ays often take a 


position near beehives and flsh all day 
for 
honey. 
Every returning bee is 


caught, but not devoured, for birds will 
kill the bee only that thoy may sip_up 
the honey. 
Unless driven away a 


such bird robbers would soon depopu- 
late a hivo. 
. 
Occasionally the bees organize and 


fight the birds. 
They issue in a body 


from tbe hivo and make a bold attack 
upon the assassins. Iu the quick, sharp 
conflict that follows the birds invaria- 
bly get defeated. Indeed they do not at- 
tempt to resist tbe onblaught. but seek 
safety in flight. If the bees surround 
one of tho birds quickly enough, there 
Is little hopo for the robber. They settle 
down upon him and sting him to death. 
He may fly away, but the bees cling to 
his back and sides tenaciously. 
His 


flight Boon becomes less energetic and 
more and more uncertain until at last 
he drops to tho earth aud gasps out bis 
ife among the leaves and bushes, while 
he booa return triumphantly to thoir 
lome. 
, 
In the wild forests the honey loviug 


birds sometimes make an organized at- 
empt to drive tho bees away from their 
homo IE tlio hollow trunk of a trco. 
They first discover the place of tho hid- 
den treasure by following tho bo3s ou a 
warm, sunny day, and if there bo an 
opening in tho trco largo enough to ad- 
mit thorn they plunge down tho hole m 
a body. 
Then thoro follows a sharp conflict 


insido tho trco the birds snapping at the 
boes aud cutting them in two at each 
snap. Tho only chance for tho bees is to 
light ou the backs and sides of tho 
birds. 
If thoy fail to do this, they are 


soon routed, and tho rich treasures of 
sweets aro captured by tbo enemies 
Those bdttlLS terminate iu various ways, 
sometimes tlie bees and sometimes the 
birds coining out victorious. —Our Ani- 
mal Friends.
